That the Spaniards were thoroughly 


posted as to the route to be tal«m by tha 
Americans in their movement towards 
Sevilla was evident, as shown by the 
careful preparations they had made. Th 
main body of the Spaniards was posted 
on a hill, on the heavily wooded slopes 
of which had been erected two block- 
houses flanked by irregular entrench- 
ments of stone and fallen trees. At the 
bottom of these hills run two roads along 
which Lieutenant Colonel Roosevelt's 
men and eight troops of the First and 
Tenth cavalry, with a battery of four 
howitzers, advanced. These roads are 
but little rtore than gullies, rough s*id 
narrow and at places almost impassable. 
In these trails the fight occurred. Near- 
ly half a mile separated Roosevelt's men 
;from the regulars, and between them 
And on both sides of the road in the thick 
underbrush was concealed a force of 
Spaniards that must have been large 
Judging from the terrific and constant 
fire they poured in on the Americans. 


A force of Spaniards was known to ba 


in the vicinity of La Quasina, and early 
in the morning Roosevelt's men started 
(off up the precipitous bluff back of Sib- 
eney to attack the Spaniards on their 
right flank. General Young at the same 
time took the road at the foot of the hill 
About 2H miles out from Siboney, some 
Cubans, breathless and excited, rushed 
into camp with the annuncement that 
:he Spaniards were but a little way in 
;ront and were strongly entrenched. 
3uickly the Hotchkiss guns out in the 
front were brought to the rear, while a 
strong scouting line was thrown out. 
Then cautiously and in silence the troops 
moved forward until a bend in the road 
disclosed a hill where the Spaniards 
were located. The guns were

>rought to the front and placed in posi- 
.ion, while the men crouched down in 
:he road, waiting impatiently to give 
Roosevelt's men, who were toiling over 
the little trail along the crest of the 
fridge, time to get up.

While the army advances the main 


portion of the fleet lies patiently in front 
of Morro castle, awaiting its opportunity. 
Before the end of this week the fate ol 
Santiago a.nd Admiral Cervera should 
be decided. By that time it is believed 
the Spanish troops will have been forced 
back upon the city and defeated in a de- 
cisive engagement. Simultaneously the 
forts at the mouth of the harbor should 
be captured under cover of a naval bom- 
bardment. Three things will then be 
left to Cervara—to surrender with his 
ships, to surrender after destroying his 
chips, or to make a dash out to sure de- 
struction. He may forestall fate by 
maklng an attempt to get out of the har- 
bor before the army accomplishes it. The 
'first Spanish, ship to appear off Morro 
tastle would be sunk within J5 minutes. 
Nothing in Admiral Cervera's fleet 
could survive the concentrated fire of all 
the battleships in the navy and three of 
the beat cruisers. The general opinion 
iamong naval experts is that Santiago 
•town will ke burned by the Spanish 
troops bef(5^ they surrender; that Ad- 
miral Cervera will destroy his ships, and 
'that he will then submit to the enemy. 
If this supposition is correct the whole 
work should be accomplished in a week.

Major General Wilson, in command 
of the provisional army corps at Chicka- 
mauga, has been ordered to leave for 
Cuba tomorrow, nnrt if i<j stjnr>ocori that 
lie win .take with him to Santiago the 
best drilled and equipped troops now at 
Camp Thomas. Wilson is regarded by 
many as the moat capable corps com- 
mander in the army, and his orders to the 
jfront are believed to be of great sig- 
nificance. 


The troops which go to Santiago, how- 


ever, are intended for operations there 
only incidentally. As soon as the citj 
shall fall into our hands, or as soon nt. 
Cervera's fleet shall have been captured 
or destroyed, the best troops at San- 
tiago will be moved on to Porto Rico, 
which is regarded as a strategic point 
of infinitely greater importance. Indeed, 
Santiago is not regarded as a strategic 
point at all.

The Steed Which a Cyclone Furnished an 


Impromptu Traveler. 


Christian Van den Harvner, familiar- 


ly known in Oelina, O., as Cyclone 
Johnny, is perhaps the only man living 
that enjoys the unique distinction of 
having ridden a cyclone astride a house 
door for a distance of over a quarter of 
a mile. This remarkable feat was per- 
formed not as a matter of choice, but 
perforce of necessity by the above nam- 
ed person when the cyclone swept across 
Oelina in May, 1888. 


Cyclone Johnny's description of tho 


cyclone is graphic and thrilling. He 
was living at the time eight miles west 
of Celina, and on the night of the cy- 
clone le and Mr. Bryan's family were 
•watching the raging of the storm in the 
west. The electric display was wonder- 
ful, and to him it seemed as though tho 
world was about to come to an end by 
fire. The flashes were so brilliant that 
the eyes could, not withstand them. The 
family became alarmed and decided to 
go to the cellar for safety. The cellar 
was directly underneath the porch, on 
the wast side of the house, and Harvner 
assisted in getting the children to this 
place of safety, and he was the last one 
to leare the house. Just as he stepped 
upon the porch and before he released 
his Jiold upon the doorknob the storm 
swept down upon him in all ita fury. 
Ko went sailing through the air, over 
the tops of trees, the uppermost branch- 
es of which tore his clothes from his 
body. Tho gait ho traveled was terrific, 
and it seemed but a second from the 
time he started until he found himself 
BafeJy dropped into a large nem unin- 
jured, save for tho scratches inflicted 
upon him as he sailed over the top of tho 
trees. This field was a little over a quar- 
ter of a mile from Mr. Bryan's house, 
and Harvner wandered aronnd in the 
darkness and driving rain nntil ho met 
A searching party, among whom was 
Mr. Bryan, who, together with his en- 
tire family, were saved by their oppor- 
tune flight to tho cellar.—Cincinnati

The only war senator from Kansas, 


W. A. Harris, fought three yours on 
the Confederate side, which seems ruth- 
er strange until it appears that ho was 
born in Virginia and removed to Kan- 
sas later. Kentucky's senior senator, 
William Lindsay, was ulso born in 
Virginia, but wont to tho Htato of his 
adoption iu time to light four years on 
the Confederate sido, while tho junior 
senator, William J. Deboe, did not fight 
at all, though his great-great-grandfa- 
ther served seven years in tho war of 
tho Revolution. 


Both senators from Louisiana, Donel- 


eon Caffory and Samuel D. McEnery, 
served as soldiers against tho Union, 
but did not arrive at tho grade of briga- 
dier general and livo to say so. 


Neither Maine, Maryland nor Massa- 


chusetts has a wartime senator, but 
Michigan has one who fought on the 
Union side, Julius Ctrsar Burrows, who 
was two years an officer in tho army. 
Both senators from Minnesota, Cush- 
mau K. Davis and Knuto Nelson, were 
two years iu service, the former as a 
lieutenant and tho latter, who was 
wounded and taken prisoner, as a pri- 
vate. Both are quite wealthy now, so 
it seems that going to war does not un- 
fit one for the enterprises of private lif o. 


Mississippi had two war senators un- 


til recently, but by the death of Senator 
E. C. Walthall sho lost the one who 
had been longest in the Confederate 
service, while Hernando De Soto Money, 
though he was on the same side, had to 
retire before the war waa closed. The 
successor to Senator Walthall, Mr. Sul 
livan, was too yftung to take part. 


Both senators from Missouri are old 


enough to have taken part in the "late 
unpleasantness," but only one, Senator 
Vest, was indirectly connected with it, 
and he was a member of the Confeder- 
ate house and senate for three years. 
Nebraska has one who was in the war, 
Senator Allen, the Populist, who was 
all through it as a private and gradu- 
ated as a member of his general's staff. 
The father of Senator Thurston died in 
war harness, and he had a grandfather 
and great-grandfather in the Revolution, 
but thus far he has withstood the bland- 
ishments of the war goddess. The same 
may be said of the senators from Nevada 
and New Hampshire, but Now Jersey 
has one with a fine record, William J. 
Sewell, who was offered an appoint- 
ment as major general, which he de- 
clined because he couldn't hold two 
offices at once. Now York has nine rep- 
resentatives who have been to war, but 
not one senator. North Dakota has one 
senator, W. M. Roach, who was born 
in Washington and fought on the Un- 
ion side in the quartermaster's depart- 
ment. 


Everybody knows the record of Ohio's 


popular son, J. B. FOraker, who enlist- 
ed as a private in 1802 and ended as 
brevet captain in 1865. Not so many 
know that Pennsylvania's senior sena- 
tor, Matthew S. Quay, served all 
through the war in various capacities, 
at one time being lieutenant colonel and 
assistant commissary general. 
South 


Carolina's belligerent son, Senator Till- 
man, started out to fight, but an illness 
that eventually deprived him of the 
sight of one eye prevented him from 
gaining glory in the field. 


One of the veterans of the Mexican 


war is the senior senator from Tennes- 
see, William B. Bate, who also served 
on the Confederate side all through tbj 
last war. 
Though three times danger- 


ously wounded, he yet bams liinaself 
quite well, but shows his disabilities 
somewhat. Senator Bate ended as a ma- 
jor general, but his junior colleague, 
Thomas B. Turley, went through it all 
as a private. That bold, outspoken fight- 
er in the senate, Roger Q. Mills of Tex- 
as, though born in KentucRy, was colo- 
nel in the Tenth Texas and did gallant 
service according to his lights at that 
time for the Confederacy. 
The junior 


senator from Vermont, Hon. Rodfield 
Proctor, prepared himself for becoming 
a millionaire marble cutter by going to 
war as a quartermaster and coming 
home as a colonel. 


In the armies of the south fought 


Virginia's two senators, John W. Dan- 
iel and T. S. Martin, the former being 
disabled by wounds and the latter serv-

Xtooh Other to the Death ot> Sight—Two 
Battle* That Show the Characteristics of 
the Animals. 


"On tho Apure river, near its head, 


lives—or did live there five years ago— 
a woman of mixed Spanish and Indian 
race named Maria Pndilla, the wife of 
the inayordoma, or foreman, of a cattle 
ranch. I have talked with her and 
heard from her lips the account of the 
strange adventure sho had when a child 
of 7 years. 


"Her 
parents with their children 


were making a journey over a trail that 
••led along the foothills of the Maritime 
Andes. They had encamped for the 
night, and this child, while her parents' 
attention was occupied, started into the 
forest to gather firewood as she had of- 
ten scon hor mother do. Her absence 
was not noticed until sho had been gone 
sonio time from the camp. As she gath- 
ered dry sticks into a bundle she saw a 
large, spotted animal stealing swiftly 
toward her. 


"Every South American country girl 


of 7 knows a jaguar when sho sees him, 
whether she has ever seen one before or 
not, for tho dread of these animals is 
an instinct among the inhabitants of 
regions which they frequent. Overcome 
by fear the girl could only stand still 
mid await her fate. "With her eyes riv- 
eted on the jaguar she did not sco-svlioro 
they camo from, but of a sudden she 
perceived that he was savagely lighting 
with two huge, tawny animals that had 
sprung upon him.

upon a crudaly shaped red clay pipe 
•which be smoked at the end of a long, 
many joiiiteii rood stem, while he filled 
tho ears of tho observant Jerseyman 
with its praiflGB. 


"If yott wanfc the sweetest pipe in 


the world," he said, "yon must get one 
of thos«. 
They are the original Pow- 


hatan pipes, made in Powhatan county, 
Va., out of a peculiar blue clay which 
is found there in little nodules and fin- 
ished in a peculiar way. 


"The genuine Powhatan pipe can 


never be found north of Baltimore, and 
it is easier to get one in Norfolk than 
in Baltimore. 
If you begin smoking 


one, you will discard your meerschaums 
and brier woods and smoke nothing 
else. 
"When it gets strong, you merely 


put it into the fire auc^burn it sweet 
again. 
Tho imitation Powhatan pipes 


would crack to pieces if you try to burn 
them sweet, but the genuine can bo 
thrust in safety right into the bright 
coals, although, of course, it is better 
to let them heat more gradually." 


Under the stimulus of this praise the 


observant Jerseyman sent to a friend in 
Norfolk for half a dozen of the pipes. 
After a time he received them, with a 
bill for 75 cents for the pipes and §5 for 
the trouble of finding them. 


"If you had not told mo that the pipes 


sold two for a quarter," his friend 
wrote, "I should never have got the 
right kind for you. I went to almost 
every tobacconist in Norfolk hunting 
for them. 
Each one showed me a pipe 


which looked about the same as these, 
but was only 10 cents. Finally, one 
day, after I had about given up the 
search, I happened to mention it to a 
longshoreman. 'There is only one shop 
in Norfolk,' he said, 'where you can get 
the genuine Powhatan pipe. That is a 
little place down along the river front.' 
Ho gave me the address, and there I 
found them." 


The observant Jerseyman has smoked 


the Powhatan pipe many times since 
then, and he still bejieves the old cap- 
tain's praise was warranted. 
On the 


caution label which came about each 
pipe it is said that the peculiar quali- 
ties of the genuine pipes are due to the 
fact that they are finished by hand pol- 
ishing instead of a glazing, thus leav- 
ing to the clay all of its natural porosi- 
ty and absorbent qualities.—New York 
Sun.

considerably shorten your sentence by 
the concise expression, "Arab killment 
of 100 Gordon Highlanders." 


Thousands of colloquialisms could be

Al 
English writers resemble Dickens in 
that respect. In their stories the emi 
grants all go to Australia, Canada, A 
rica—anywhere but the United States. 


This trait comes under the head o

fectly well that the British emigrant 
unless assisted by a British society- 
takes himself and belongings to thi 
country, and even if the society kindly 
lands him in Canada he takes the firs 
chanco of skipping over the border. Th 
only time he goes to the "colonies 
with cheerful alacri-ty is in the pages o 
a British novel.—Chicago Times-Her 
aid.

OLD HAY WAGON 
WON. 


Kotable Contest Between Beady Hands 


and Steam In New York City. 


In what are sometimes called tho hal- 


eyon days of the volunteer fire department 
of New York there was a prejudice against 
the nso of steam power on fire engines. 
The New York firemen still believed in 
tho work of ready hands and proved their 
sincerity by challenging an Ohio inventor 
of a steam flro engine, named Latta. to a 
public trial of strength and excellence in 
the city hall park. Tha challenge was 
accepted, and tho engine reached Now York 
on Fob. 8, 1855. On the next day in the 
elty hall park In the presence of 20,000 
Spectators the trial of skill took place. At 
the request of the common council the 
Exempt Engine company entered the lists 
with hand engine No. 43, the old "hay 
wagon," and proceeded to compete with 
the Latta steam engine. 


A match $as applied to tho kindling 


wood in the Ohio steam engine, which in 
8}<J minutes began ta-pump and discharge 
water through two large suctions. The 
"hay wagon" led off by throwing a 
stream of water toward Beokinan street 
through a 1 1-8 inch nozzle, tho nteam en- 
gine follow ing with a stream in the same 
direction through a 1% inch triangular 
nozzle. Whep measured, the stnipm of tho 
former was found to be 189 feet long and 
that of the latter 182 feet. Again the com- 
peting engines played. At a distance of 
about 200 feet a party of small boyu stood 
in tho street tauntingly demanding to be 
drenched. The Cincinnati engine unsuc- 
cessfully endeavored to gratify them, but 
when tho New York engine began to play 
they fled in the midst of a drenching show- 
er bath. Cincinnati was beaten by 15 feet. 


Then a third trial was ordered. Upon 


the roof of the city hall 160 feet of hose 
was hoisted and the pipes pointed upward 
toward the figure of Justice on the cupola. 
Pulling themselves together for a last 
great effort, tho New York exempts man- 
ned tho brakes. For a minute the two 
streams remained at equal height; then, 
amid unbounded applause, the New York- 
ers scut their stream clear above that of 
their contestants and kept it so until the 
end.—New York Sun, 


TOM CORWIN. 


Hi* Wit, Eloquence ami 
zrcasnt In the 


Boose of Jlepresi .itatlves. 


One of the peculiar characteristics of 


Mr. Corwiu's speeches, says Ainsworth R. 
Spofford in The Atlantic, was the very 
frequent introduction of Scriptural phrases 
and illustrations. Bis early reading had in- 
cluded the Bible arid "Blackstone's Com- 
mentaries," and the former must have 
made the deeper impression of the two. I 
have heard him when defending a poor 
newspaper reporter in Cincinnati charged 
before a United States court with aiding 
in the escape of a fugitive slave, after con- 
vulsing the court with merriment at his 
picture of "tho majesty of the United 
States" in hot pursuit of an unhappy ne- 
gro making toward Canada as fast as his 
feet would carry him, turn the fun into 
solemn silence by apt allusions drawn from 
the golden rule and the sermon on the 
mount. 


Corwln's speech in the house In 1840, In 


reply to General Crary of Michigan, who 
had attacked the military record of Gen- 
eral Harrison, is still often referred to as 
a fine example of irony and sarcasm. 16 
covered the unhappy Crary with ridicule, 
and even the sedate and serious John 
Quincy Adams, then in tho house, referred 
to the victim immediately afterward aa 
"the late Mr. Crary." But there were in 
nearly every one of Corwin's speeches 
some scintillations of wit or humor to en- 
liven the ordinarily dull debates, and 
whenever he took the floor the members 
were eager to listen. 


Speaking upon internal improvement of 


rivers, ho said, "Your constitution is a 
fish tbaS cnn live and thrive in a little tide 
creek which a thirsty mosquito would 
drink dry in a hot day." 


In ridiculing the southern claim of their 
right to dissolve the Union if precluded 
from carrying slavery into Now Mexico 
and adjacent territory, he described tho 
groat American desert as a "land in which 
no human creature could raise either corn 
or cotton—a land wherein for over 1,000 
miles a buzzard would starve ns ho winged- 
his flight unless be took a lunch along 
with him." 


Newspapers In Spain. 


An educated Spaniard is not the rule, 


bat tho exception. A newspaper among a 
population moro than two-thirds of which 
can neither read nor write is not likely to 
have a trnniomloiid nlmulation or unlimit- 
ed power. Even in the cities tho circula- 
tion is not large. La Epocha, the coiiserv- 
ative organ of Madrid, for example, has a 
circulation of less than 5,000 copies. Out- 
si do of Barcelona and Madrid there are 
perhaps 600 papers published in Spain, 
and not half of these pretend to be news- 
papers. 


Indeed out of all the 1,800 periodicals 


published in Spain the scientific journals, 
religious papers and fashion paper* are 
largely in the majority, while the newspa- 
pers arc in the minority. Newspaper en- 
terprise does not have much encourage- 
ment. Foruigu news is obtained chiefly 
from government officials. 
The whole 


kingdom of Spain does not receive as 
many foreign dispatches In » week as are 
sent to a single city in this country In a 
single day. Tho average Spanish editor 
does not sea much use In paying for nn 
interesting dispatch from al-.-^d when 
the c'nanops c.ro about ten to one that whan 
ho gets the dispatch the press censor will 
not allow tho paper to print it.—Chicago 
Times-Herald. 


DUE TO RECKLESSNESS, 


Tragedy on a Railway by Which Sol- 


diere Suffer. 


Three Hen Killed and Others 


Badly Injured. 


The Engineer Neglected to Take Necessary 


Precautions. 


Tupelo, Miss., June 27.—By a railway 


accident at 3:40 Sunday afternoon threa 
•oldiers and a railway porter lost their j 
lives and other soldiers received serious 
injuries. The victims were on a section 
of a train bringing Colonel Torrey's 
regiment of rough riders from Cheyenne 
over the Kansas City, Memphis and 
Birmingham railroad. 


The first section had stopped to take 


water, and had whistled to start on when 
the second section rounded a shaj p curve 
in the track just before the town is 
reached and dabhtd into it. In the rear 
of the first section was the sleeper "Se- 
ville," containing- CnlnnPl Tnrrey and his 
regimental staff. This car was com- 
pletely demolished, yet, strange to say, 
every inmate escaped unscathed except 
the colonel, who is injured, though not 
seriously. 


The chief fatalities occurred in a coach 


in the center of the first section, which 
carried troop C from Laramie, Wyo. 
Tins coach was completely telescoped 
and the soldiers within were jammed 
and bruised beneath the masses of tim- 
bers, broken car seats and other debris. 
In the secsnd section one baggage car 
was thrown into the ditch, but-in this 
(train few were hurt and none danger- 
ously. 


The killed are: Willie B. Wallace, 


troop A; Sam Johnson, troop C; 
Gordan, colored porter; Cornelius Lennl- 
han, troop C; Private Gimmer, troop 1», 
head crushed. Fatally injured: Henry 
S. Mapes, troop C, both legs cut off; in- 
ternally injured. 


The fault probably lies with the en.- 


glneer of the second section, who was 
running too fast and near the first sec- 
tion. 


Sloop With a Cuban Flap. 


Key West, Juna 27.—The sloop Isabel 


came into port yesterday morning fly- 
Ing the Cuban flag. On her were Cap- 
tain Mora, Lieutenant Rios and four 
others of the Cuban army, carrying 
sealed dispatches from the Cuban gov- 
ernment to T. Estrada Palma of the 
Ne-w York junta. These dispatches will 
be forwarded by the local junta. 


Captain Mora reports that on June 9 


a heavy battle was fought 
in the 


Camaguey province by General Lope 
Recios of the Cuban army with a force 
of 1500 men, and 5000 Spaniards. 
The 


Spaniards were defeated and retreated. 
They buried their dead in 17 graves, 
which the Cubans opened. Some or the 
graves contained 11 bodies, others 19, 
nine, six, two and so on. In all the Cu- 
bans counted 150 bodies and their scouts 
reported that 107 Spaniards were carried 
away in litters. 
The Cubans had nine 


men killed and 32 wounded. 


Boston Opinion. 


Boston, June 27.—"Instead of being 


weak, rather cowardly bandits, the in- 
•urgent troops and leaders have been of 
almost invaluable aid to the American 
jforces near Santiago," says The Adver- 
tiser.

the more lives that are lost, the more 
lonerous to Spain will be the terms on 
which peace can be granted. The sober 
thinking men of Spain unquestionably 
want the war to stop where It Is."

THINGS SUBJECT TO STAMP TAX. 


The Honey to Be Lerled on Beer, Tobac- 


co, Flour, Telephone Meuages, Tele- 
grams, Railroad Tickets, Medicines, Oil 
and Sugar—The Bond and Seigniorage 
Features. 


An Act to Provide Ways and Means to 


Meet War Expenditures and For Other 
Purposes. 
Be it enacted by tbe senate and house of 


representatives of the United States of 
America in congress assembled, That there 
shall be paid, in lieu of the tax of $1 now 
imposed by law, a tax of $3 on all beer, 
lager Jjeer, ale, porter and other similar 
ferinei!Hp3 liquors, brewed or •Bi&nufac- 
tured and sold or Stored in wafEfebuse, or 
remoted for consumption ot sale within 
the United States, by whatever name such 
liquors may be called, for every barrel 
containing not more t,lmn 31 gallons, and 
at a like rate for any other quantity or 
for the fractional parts of a barrel author- 
ized and defined by law. And section 3339 
of the revised statutes is hereby amended 
accordingly, provided, that a discount of 
7K per contujn shall be allowed upon all 
sales by collectors to brewers of the stamps 
provided for the payment of said tax. 


Special TBX«B. 


See. S. That from and after July 1, 


J898, special taxes shall he and hereby are 
imposed annually as follows—that is to 
say: 


1. Bankers using or employing a capital 


not exceeding tho sum of $25,000 shall 
pay $50. When using or employing a capi- 
tal exceeding $25,000, for every additional 
$1,000 in excess of $25,000, S3, and in esti- 
mating capital surplus shall be included. 
The amount nf such annual tax shall in 
all cases bo computed on the basis of the 
capital and surplus for the preceding fiscal 
year. Any savings bank having no capi- 
tal stock and whoso business is confined 
to receiving deposits asd loaning or in- 
vesting the same for the benefit of its de- 
positors, and vchicji does no other business 
of banking, shall not be subject to this 
tax. 


2. Brokers shall pay $50. Every pevson, 


firm or company whoso business it is to 
negotiate purchases or sales of stocks, 
bonds, exchange, bullion, coined money, 
bank notes, promissory cotes or othor se- 
curities for themselves or others shall bo 
regarded as a broker, provided that any 
person having paid tho special tax as a 
banker shall not bo i squired to pay tho 
special tax as a broker. 


3. Pawnbrokers shall pay $20. 
4. Commercial brokers shall pay $20. 
8. Custom house brokers shall pay §10. 
6. Proprietors of theaters, museums and 


concert halls in cities having more than 
25,000 population as shown by the last 
preceding United States census shall pay 
$100. 


7. Tho proprietor or proprietors of cir- 


cuses shall pay (100. 


8. Proprietors or agents of all other 


public exhibitions or shows for money 
shall pay $10, and but one speclnl tax snail 
be required for exhibitions within any one 
state, territory or the District, of Columbia. 


9. Proprietors of bowling alleys and 


billiard rooms shall pay 85 for each alloy 
or table. 


Tobacco, Cigars, Cigarettes and Snuff. 
Sec. 3. That there shall, in lieu of the 


tax now imposed by law, bo levied and 
collected a tax of 12 cents per pound upon 
all tobacco and snuff, however prepared, 
manufactured and sold or removed for 
consumption or sale, and upon cigars and 
cigarettes which shall be manufactured 
and sold or removed for consumption or 
sale there shall bo levied and collected tho 
following taxes, to be paid by the' manu- 
facturer thereof—namely, a tax of $3.60 
per thousand on cigars of all descriptions 
made of tobacco or any substitute there- 
for and weighing more than three pounds 
per thousand, and of f 1 per thousand on 
rignrft rpir|o nf fobfiono or nn^" c7iV";t!tTt*''1 
therefor and weighing not more than 
three pounds per thousand, and a tax of 
$3.60 per thousand on cigarettes made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor and 
weighing more than three pounds per 
thousand, and $1.60 cents per thousand on 
cigarettes made of tobacco or any substi- 
tute therefor and weighing not more than 
three pounds per thousand. Tho law also 
provides for smaller packages and tobacco 
removed from tho factory or custom bouse 
before the passage of this act bearing tax 
stamps must pay a tax equal to one-half 
the difference between tho tax already 
paid and the tax levied in this act upon 
such articles. 


Sec. 4. That from and after July 1, 


1898, spocinl taxes on tobacco dealers and 
manufacturers shall bo and hereby are im- 
posed annually as follows, tho amount of 
such annual taxes to bo computed In all 
cases on tho basis of tho annual gales for 
tho preceding floral year: Dealers in loaf 
tobacco whoso annual sales do not exceed 
60,000 pounds shall each pav $0. Dealer?

And every person who carries on any 


business or occupation for which special 
taxes aro imposed by this act, without 
having paid the special tax herein provid- 
ed, shall, besides being liable to tho pay- 
ment of such special tax, bo deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall pay a fine of not more than 
$500 or bo imprisoned not more than six 
months, or both, at the discretion of tho 
court. 


Sec. 5. Until appropriate stamps uro 


prepared and furnished the stumps hereto- 
fore used to denote the payment of the in- 
ternal revenue tax on fermented liquors, 
tobacco, snuff, cigars and cigarettes imiy 
he stamped or imprinted with a suitable 
dovico to denote the new rate of tax. 
And 


any person having possession of unafflxcd 
stamps heretofore issued for the payment 
of tho tax upon fermented liquors, tobacco, 
snuff, cignrs or cigarettes shall present the 
some to ths collector of the district, who 
shall receive them at the price paid for 
such stamps by the purchasers and issue 
In lieu thereof now or Imprinted stamps 
at the rate provided by this act. 


Adbeilre Stamps. 


Sec. 6. That on and after the first day 


of July, 189s, there shall be levied, collect- 
ed and paid, for and in respect of the sov- 
sral bonds, debentures or certificates of 
'ttock and of indebtedness and other docu- 
.uients, instruments, matters and things 
mentioned and described in schedule A of 
this act, or for or in respect of tho velluin, 
parchment or paper upon which such in- 
struments, matters or things, or any of 
them, shall be written or printed by any 
parson or persons, or party who shall 
moko, sign or issue the same, or for whoio 
use or benefit the same shall be made, 
signed Or issued, the several taxes or sums 
of money set down in figures against the 
same respeotiTely or otherwise specified or 
set forth in the said schedule. 


And there shall also be levied, collected 


and paid, for and in respect to the medi- 
cines, preparations, matters and things 
mentioned and described in schedule B of 
this aot, manufactured, sold or removed 
for sale, the several taxes or sums of 
money set down in woj?ds or figures 
against the same respectively or otherwise 
specified or set forth in schedule .B of this 
aot. 


Sec. 7. That if any person or persons 


shall make, sign or issue, or cause to be 
made. Signed or issued, any instrument, 
document or paper of any kind or descrip- 
tion whatsoever-, without the same being 
duly stamped for denoting tho tax hereby 
imposed thereon or without having there- 
upon on adhesive stamp to denote said 
tax, such person or persons shall bo deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and xipon convic- 
tion thereof shall pay a fine of not more 
than ?100, at the discretion of the court, 
and such instrument, document or paper, 
as aforesaid, shall not be competent evi- 
dence in any courb. 


Section 8 provides penalties for forgery 


and counterfeiting and the use of washed 
stamps, etc. 
Upon conviction tho culprit 


shall pay a fine of not less than $50 nor 
more than $500 or be imprisoned not more 
than six months, or both, at the discretion 
of the ccrurt, provided that any proprietor 
or proprietors of proprietary articles, or 
articles subject to stamp duty under sched- 
ule B of this act, shall have the privilege 
of furnishing, without expense to the 
United States, his or their own dies or de- 
signs for stamps to be used thereon, to be 
retained in the possession of the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue, for his or their 
separate use, which shall not be duplicated 
to any other person. 


Sec. 10. That if any person or persons 


shall make, sign or issue, or oausu to be 
made, signed or issued, or shall accept or 
pay, or cause to bo accepted or p;iid, with 
design to evade the payment of a«y stamp 
tax, any bill of exchange, draft or order or 
promissory note for the payment of money, 
liable to any of 'tho tnxcs imposed by this 
n'-t, without the samo being duly stamped, 
or having thereupon an adhesive stamp 
for denoting tho tax hereby charged there- 
on, he, she or they shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall bo punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $200, at the discretion of tho court. 


Bills of Excbanco. 


Sec. 11. That the acceptor or acceptors 


of any bill of exchange or order for tho 
payment of any sum of money drawn, or 
purporting to lie drawn, in any foreign 
country, but payable in the United States, 
shall, before paying or accepting the same, 
place thereupon a stamp, indicating the 
tax upon tho same, as tho law requires 
for inland bills of exchange or promissory 
notes, and no bill of exchange shall be 
paid or negotiated without such stamp. 
(Penalty a fine not exceeding ?100.) 


Section 12 provides that in some country 


districts postmasters shall assist collectors 
In supplying the stamps to users. 


Sec. 13. That any person or persons 


who shall register, issue, soil or transfer, 
or who shall cause to bo issued, registered, 
sold or transferred any instrument, docu- 
ment or paper of nny kind or description 
whatsoever mentioned in schedule A of 
this act without the same being duly 
stamped or having thereupon an adhesive 
stamp for denoting the ta.x charges there- 
on and canceled in the manner required 
bylaw, with intent to evade the provisions 
of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$50, or by imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or both, in the discretion of the 
court, and such instrument, document or 
paper not. being stamped according to law, 
shall be deemed invalid and of no effect. 
(The remainder of the section provides for 
the remission of the penalty in cases of 
accident and mistake, etc.) 


Sec. 14. That hereafter no instrument, 


paper or document required by law to bo 
stamped, which has been signed or issued 
without being duly stamped, or with a de- 
ficient stamp, nor any copy thereof, shall 
be recorded or admitted or used as evi- 
dence in any court until a legal stamp or 
stsiTipc dGnotln^ tlic ;*r!T>''irf^ ff tf>T ^hft^l 
have been affixed thereto, as prescribed by 
law, provided that any bond, debenture, 
certificate of stock or certificate of indebt- 
edness issued in nny foreign country shall 
pay the same tax as is required by law on 
similar instruments when issued, sold or 
transferred in tho United States, and tho 
party to whom tho some is issued or by 
whom it is sold or transferred shall, bcforu 
selling or transferring 
tho same, afibc 


thereon tho stamp or stamps indicating 
the tax required. 


Sec. 15. That it shall not bo lawful to 


record or register any instrument, paper 
or document required by law to bo stamped 
unless a stomp or stamps of tho proper 
•mount shall havo been affixed and can- 
celed in the manner prescribed by law, ;md 
tho record, registry or transfer of any such 
Instrument* upon which the proper stiaup 
or stamps aforesaid shall not have teen 
affixed and canceled, as aforesaid, shall hit 
bo used in evidence. 


Sec. 16. That no instrument, paper or 


document required by law to bo stamped 


or hold invalid and of no 


effect for the want or a partlSuIa'r kind or 
dttbcrlptlou of btiimp doslg^aU'd for and 
denoting the tax oluirgod on any such in- 
Htrumc'iit, paper or document, provided u 
legal documentary stamp or stamps denot- 
ing u tax of equal amount shall have been 
duly afibcud and UMid thereon. 


Beo. 17. That all bonds, debentures or 


certificates of indebtedness issued by tho 
officers of tho United States government, 
or by tho olllcors of any state, county, 
town, municipal corporation or other cor- 
poration exorcising tho taxing power, shall 
bo and hereby aro exempt from tho stamp 
taxes required by this act, provided that 
it is tho intent hereby to exempt from tho 
stump taxes imposed by this act .such 
fctutu, county, town or other inu.iiclpul 
corporations in tl)R exercise only of func- 
tious strictly belonging to them in the or- 
dinary governmental, taxing or municipal 
capacity; provided further that stock and 
bonds issued by co-operative building and 
loan associations whoso capital stock does 
not excpod $10,000 and building and loan 
associations or companies that muko loans 
only to their shareholders shall be exempt 
from the tux herein provided. 


Sea 18. That on and after tho first day 


of Juiyt 1893, no telegraph company or its 
njjf't or <*i:)pl'>y<?i' ihiill transmit to any 
person any dispatch or message without 
an adhesive, staiup, denoting the tax im- 
posed by this a.ot, being alllxcd to u. copy 
thureof or having the samo stamped there- 
upon, and in default thereof shall incur u 
penalty of $10, provided that only one 
stamp shall be required in each dispatch 
or message, whether sent tlirough one 01 
moro companies; provided that tho mes- 
sages or dispatches of the officers and em- 
ployees of any telegraph or telephone com- 
pany concerning the affairs and service of 
tho company and like messages or dis- 
patches of tho officials and employees of 
railroad companies sent over the wires on 
their respective railroads shall be exempt 
from this requirement; provided further 
that messages of officers and employees of 
the government on official business shall 
be exempt from the taxes herein imposed 
upon telegraphic and telephonic messages. 


Sec. 19. That all the provisions of this 


act relating to dies, stamps, adhesive 
stamps and stamp taxes shall extend to 
and include (except whore manifestly in- 
applicable) ull tho articles or objects enu- 
merated in schedule B, subjokt to stamp 
taxes, and ai»ply to the provisions in rela- 
tion thereto. 


Proprietary Medicines. 


Sec. 20. That on and after the 1st day of 


July, 1898, any person, firm, company or 
corporation that shall make, prepare and 
sell or remove for oonsumption or sale 
drugs, medicines, preparations, composi- 
tions, articles or things, including per- 
fumery and cosmetics, upon which -a tax 
is imposed by this act, as provided for in 
schedule B, without affixing thereto an 
adhesive stamp or label denoting the tax 
before mentioned shall be deemed guilty 
of a • misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall pay a fine of not more than 
$500 or bo imprisoned not more than six 
months, or both, at tho discretion of tha 
court, provided that no stamp tax shall 
be imposed upon anj uncompounded me- 
dicinal drug or chemical nor upon any 
medicine sold to or for tho use of any per- 
son which may bo mixed or compounded 
for said person according to the written 
recipe or prescription of any practicing 
physician or surgeon or Which may be put 
up or compounded for said person by a 
druggist or pharmacist selling at retail 
only. 


Sec. 21. That any manufacturer or mak- 


er of any of the articles for salo mentioned

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CRICKET SEASON 


IN FULL SWING. 


Lovers of the Great English Game Have 


Heavy Campaign Before Them—An 


English Team Coming Over. 


(Copyright, 1S98.] 


The cricket season is now in full 


swing. Never in the history of the 
game in the United States has there 
been so much cause for congratulation 
among the enthusiasts as there is this 
season. Bach year the sport has shown 
a healthy and steady increase in popu- 
larity, but this year the accession to 
the ranks of active players is much lar- 
ger than ever before. Many of the clubs 
in various parts of the country have 
been strengthened by the addition of 
good players from over the water. 


One of the most encouraging signs of 


the times is the formation of the Inter- 
collegiate 
league 
between Harvard, 


Pennsylvania and Haverford. It is in- 
teresting to note that John A. Lester of 
the Harvard team is rated as the best 
batsman in this country. He first at- 
tracted attention by good work with 
the willow during the trip of the Hav- 
erford school cricketers to 
England 


during the summer of 1896. By its vic- 
tory over the University of Pennsylva- 
nia Haverford college is the winner of 
the intercollegiate cricket champion- 
ship. 
Whenever mention is made of cricket 


in the United States one's thoughts nat- 
urally revert to Philadelphia, which is 
the home of the old English game in 
this country. 
Lately, however, there 


have arisen teams in several cities of 
the Union that could give the Quakers 
a hard fight. 


Arrangements are now being made for 


a game between a picked team of Phil- 
adelphians and a similar group of play- 
ers from New York. Judging from the 
style of cricket being played by some of 
the crack teams in the latter city, the 
Quaker City men will have to look to 
their laurels. 


The strongest team in the metropoll- 


10.:! district, -which comprises the clubs 
within a radius of 25 miles of New York 
city, is that of the New Jersey Athletic 
club. 
This well known organization 


has done more to popularize cricket in 
and around New York than any other 
club. Its team won the Metropolitan 
District league championship in 1893, 
1894, 
1S96 and 1S97. Last year they 


proved so much stronger than any of 
their opponents that they have placed 
two elevens in the field this year, and 
even with their forces thus divided the 
championship is likely to fall into their 
hands, according to present indications. 


The Staten Island Cricket club haa 


been strengthened this season, but the 
rival attractions of golf and the splen- 
did course owned by the club have 
drawn away many enthusiasts from the 
English to the Scotch game. 


The splendid grounds owned by the 


wealthy Philadelphia clubs are nowa- 
days white with the number of players 
on them. The season opened very aus- 
piciously, and it is gratifying to see the 
number of young Americans who are 
taking to the game. The old timers are 
not losing their grip, however. Early 
in the season the famous A. M. "Wood 
made over a century in a cup match, 
find it is expected that some sensation- 


al figures will be scored before tn- Ma- 
son closes. 


Chicago is well situated as regards 


cricket, and the players there have not 
been slow to take advantage of that 
fact. To the south they can arrange 
games with teams from St. Louis, and 
east and west of them are clubs, in 
Michigan and Minnesota, to say nothing 
of the strong Canadian teams. Some of 
the crack Canadian clubs have arrang- 
ed to play games in Chicago in July. 
Between July IS and 23 the Chicago 
Cricket association will send a repre- 
sentative eleven to compete in the third 
annual tournament of the Northwest 
Cricket association. This tournament is 
to be held this year in connection with 
the carnival of sports at Omaha during 
the exposition now in progress there. 
Last year the Winnipeg team captured 
the championship, and Chicago will 
send a strong team in the hope of 
bringing it back to the United States. 


Early in July the St. Louis team will 


play a series of matches in Chicago. 
The Wanderers' crack eleven of the lat- 
ter city will make their annual tour to 
Canada in August and may visit St. 
Louis before crossing the border. Last 
year the Wanderers made an excellent 
showing in Canada. They played near- 
ly a dozen matches and were victorious 
in a majority of them. 


The Chicago Cricket club is one of 


the strongest in that city. It possesses 
a cozy clubhouse and good grounds. The 
Wandereis last year won the Walker 
challenge cup and also the president's 
cup and hope to repeat the perform- 
ance this season. The series of games 
for the Walker cup will be between four 
of the local teams. This will be the 
premier series of matches, as only the 
most expert elevens will contest in 
them. The president's cup is annually- 
played fur by the junior elevens of the 
clubs and usually furnishes some good 
•ames. 
There are good cricket teams in Min- 


neapolis and St. Paul, and in this as in 
every other way the Twin Cities are al- 
ways anxious to down each other. This 
year the Minneapolis team has been 
strengthened by the addition of Bates, 
probably the best player Manitoba turn- 
ed out last year. He carried off the 
bowling average at the northwestern 
tournament last season and showed 
himself to be no mean bat. There is a 
yearly fixture in the club that always 
affords great sport and excitement. 
That is the match between the married 
and single members of the club. There 
is the keenest rivalry between the 
teams. 
Since this contest was organ- 


ized the bachelors have won six games 
and the benedicts a like number. Dur- 
ing the period six of the original bach- 
elors have joined the benedicts. Last 
year the game resulted in a tie, each 
side scoring 57 runs. 


There are some exceptionally strong 


elevens in California, especially in the 
neighborhood of San Francisco. 
The 


clubs are mainly recruited from the 
many Englishmen who have settled in 
the neighborhood of the Golden Gate, 
but there is also a goodly number of 
Americans who have taken up the 
game. 


The most interesting event in the 


cricket world this year is the promised 
visit of Captain Pelham F. Warner to 
this country with a team of English- 
men 
He has written to say that he ex- 


pects to come early In the fall and bring 
a strong eleven with him. He says that 
he has already secured the 
definite 


promiso of the following players to take 
part in the trip: B. H. Bray, Cambridge, 
who Is a. splendid bowler; C. O. H. Sew- 
ell. Gloucestershire, a very strong bats- 
man; F. G. Bull, Essex, the famous 
slow bowler; J. R. Head, Middlesex; C. 
J. Curnup. Kent and Cambridge, one of 
the best amateur bats in England; F. 
J. G. Ford. Cambridge and Middlesex, a 
strong bat and a fast scorer, as well as 
a good medium pace bowler, and G. R. 
Bardswell, last year's captain of Oxford 
university.

"i never essay a new role without 


first going down on my knees and ask- 
ing God's blessing on the undertaking. 
Yes, I am a religious woman in the old 
fashioned sense of the word. I believe 
in God and rely on him. I have never 
pretended to do anything without him. 
He has been my guide in stage life for 
more than 60 years." 


The speaker was Mrs. W. G. Jones, 


the veteran actress who has been on 
the stage longer than any other wo- 
man in America and who at 69 is hale 
and hearty, retaining the clear red and 
white English complexion of her youth, 
an alacrity of step and a vivacity of 
mind which one does not find every day 
among the younger professional women 
of the times. 


In many ways Mrs. Jones is an anom- 


aly. When one goes to see her in her 
little, quaint, old fashioned New York 
house, one finds the round, rosy old lady 
in the neatest of print gowns, probably 
baking a pudding or actively engaged 
in the more arduous task of houseclean- 
ing, her sleeves rolled up to her pretty 
elbows and a coquettish cap surmount- 
ing her still jet black hair. She is es- 
sentially domestic, as passionately de- 
voted to her household gods as she is to 
the good old stage traditions to which 
she has clung so firmly through so 
many long-, eventful years. 


Mrs. 
Jones has never had more than 


one year's schooling in her life, but it 
would be difficult to find a better in- 
formed or more intelligent person any- 
where. She has been an indefatigable 
student of life and nature, she has trav- 
eled extensively, and her reading has 
been wide and varied. 


Her small, low ceiled parlor Is lined 


with trophies of all the great theatrical 
stars who have shone in the American 
firmament tor half a century. Mrs. 
Jones has played with most of them 
and from them has received innumera- 
ble cordial letters and autograph por- 
traits. The best stage people have 
known and loved her and have not hesi- 
tated .to say so. 


Mrs. Jones, whose maiden name was 


Wagstaff, was born at Chatham. Eng- 
land. Her father was a musical com- 
poser who came to this country as 
leader o£ the orchestra at the old Wal- 
nut Street theater in Philadelphia. She 
made her debut in her father's orches- 
tra as a flageolet player. Later, when 
she was 9 y?ars old, she went on the 
stage as the Duke of York to Junius 
Brutus Booth's Richard III. At 16 she 
played Julia Mannering to Charlotte 
Cushman's Meg Merrilies and continu- 
ed to play leading parts to Miss Cush- 
man for a long time. When a very 
young woman, she met and married W. 


G. Jones, a dashing young ;v in. . 1'u 
was known as the veritable Jatk. Tar 
of the stage, having a national upu- 
tation for his inimitable presentation 
of sailor parts. Mr. Jones died a lew 
years after his marriage.

1898, which read, "left for 
sa'fe keeping with Mr. Murphy $19, 
John Connors." The name John Con- 
nors was written through the book and 
it is believed that this is the man's 
name. He wore a brown scapula. 


The circumstances of the drowning 


were peculiar. 
He was seen by a 


number of people, but the first state- 
ment sent out that he was seen to 
walk or jump in the water proves to 
have been doubtful. The first man 
who saw him in the" water "syas at- 
tracted to the scene of the tragedy by 
the man's screaming. This was George, 
Evans, who was near the pond. US 
saw the man in the water and saw 
him sink three times. It is not known 
•whether the man slipped down a part 
of the bank, which was steep, or jump- 
ed in. An inquest was held this morn- 
ing, but nothing definite was devel- 
oped.

Smith, formerly of this city, shot his 
wife 
and 
then committed suicide, 


show that Smith attempted to make 
it a triple tragedy. As stated in the 
acount of the alfair in this paper Sat- 
urday, he was undoubtedly Insane, 
having spent some time in the North- 
ampton insane asylurn. He bad plan- 
ned the affair, however, as he had pur- 
chased the revolver only a short time 
before with money taken from hia 
w.te's purse. 


Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Smith moved to 


Springfield from Holyoke about MX 
week ajjo. He was a bteam-fitter, but 
had not hud work steadily, and for a 
loni? time had been SQ a very irritable 
fiame of mind. 
He had at times 


showed symptoms of insanity, Jhavlngr 
a wild look in his eyes and' acting 
queerly. 
He had also threatened to take 


his life. He certainly intended to do 
this, for in a pocket of his vest was 
found a bottlp filled with paris green 
and camphor, which deadly dose he 
had evidently prepared for use at 
short notice. 


The couple lived with their daugh- 


ter, Mrs. W. II. Brown, whom he algo 
tirpd to shoot. For the past few days 
he had been very fretful and cross 
and Thursday night scolded his wife 
so shamefully that she slept Friday 
night with her daughter, the do»r be- 
ing locked to keep him out, Saturday 
morning he was especially cross, and 
as his wife and daughter were in the 
kitchen preparing breakfast, he called 
to them, "your doom is sealed," and 
almoet immediately fired. Mrs Brown 
Started toward bim, and he fired a 
shot at her, which was luckily badly 
aimed, and the ball was buried in the 
low ceiling. Mrs. Smith was in the 
pantry and turned as the shot was fir- 
ed, and he next turned the weapon 
upon her, firing two shots in rapid 
succession, one at a distance so short 
that powder burned her face. One 
shot took effect in the left breast and 
passed diagonally upward and lodged 
below the right collar bone. The sec- 
ond hit her in the face, going through 
the upper Up, breaking- off th'ree teeth 
and penetrating the jawbone. 


Both women escaped from the room 


and he placed the revolver to his head 
and fired, killing himself instantly. 
Mrs. Smith was removed to the hos- 
pital, and is expected to recover. 


Stnith was born in this city 50 years 


ago, and was married here 28 years 
ago. He moved to Holyo'ke, and work- 
ed there for the past 10 or 12 years, 
until the family went to Springfield. 
He leaves three brothers living in this 
city, Meadvifle, Pa., and Illinois, and 
a sister in Albany. 


Mrs. Smith was resting comfortably 


this morning at the Springfield hospi- 
tal, and it is believed that she will re- 
cover. An operation was performed 
Sunday for the removal of the two 
bullets fired by her husband. One was 
taken from her upper jaw, and the 
other from under her right collar bone.
